Grace Galmore’s Old Photo 
Wins Bank Picture Contest 


First prize in the State Bank 
of East Jordan old photo contest 
went to Grace Galmore with her 
offering of an 1883 picture 
showing the old swing bridge ac- 
ross the Jordan River. 


The photo was taken from the 
Westside of town and shows a 
large part of the city. 


In the background there are 
several lumber boats and many 
large buildings which later fell 
to the advent of progress. 

High water in those days 
makes the bridge area unrecog- 
nizable today. As one can see in 
the photo, Hast Jordan has un- 
der gone vast changes in the last 
72 years. 

Second prize went to Bernard 
Hammond with his exceptionally 
wide picture of East Jordan 
Lumber Company’s Mill B. Loca- 
ted on the north east shore of 
Lake Charlevoix, just west of 
Sunset Hill cemetery, the photo 
shows all of the company’s out- 
side operations, logs, finished 
lumber, workers, freight trains 
ete. Only thing missing from 
view is the usual high pile of saw- 
dust. 

Third prize went to Mrs. Ar- 
thur W. Farmer for her Main 
street scene of no date. Only 
sign on the entire street is that 
of E. N. Moblo, photographer 
who took the picture. His studio 
was located about where Rogers 
Studio is today. 

Horse drawn carriages of all 
kinds line the main street. The 
photo was taken from the end 
of the street where the new bank 
is under construction. 

The front of a private dwelling 
can be seen on the lot where Dan 
Sinclair’s service is located. A- 
cross the street there just isn’t 
any Duck Inn. First building is 
where Shaw’s Super Market now 
stands. The old Russel House can 
be seen plainly. The tree near 
Phil’s Barber Shop was quite 
young in those days. 

The above photos were chosen 
by bank officials for enlarging 
te decorate the walls of the new 
building. 

The bank plans to keep all of 
the 150 pictures turned in for 
the contest and display them 
when the date arrives for the 


bank’s grand opening, sometime 
this fall.

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Travel Back Roads For Pleasure . . . 


Some day, when we have finished a few more super-highways, 
someone is going to. make a lot of friends by advocating the con- 
struction of a few thousand miles of narrow, winding dirt roads that 
lead nowhere in particular—roads that just wander off across the 
countryside, up and down hills, across valleys; typical, old, country 
roads, with all the natural hazards and charm left in. 

Such roads will be built for dawdling, stopping on hilltops, for 
wildflower admiring, for bird-watching—for all the things the 
prudent motorist shouldn’t do’on a four-lane highway. We still have 
many country-road drivers who want to see a tree, not a blur of 
woodland; who want a breath of country air, not highway fumes; 
who want to stop and look without creating a traffic jam two miles 
long behind them. : 

I recall one. back road where we parked one day to watch a wood 
thrush, and after we had been there half an hour two foxes came 
into a clearing close by and played like puppies. It’s a grassgrown 
trail that leads past an old cellar hole and two very old lilac bushes, 
fragrant remembrance of a farm wife who lived and raised a family 
there, and is buried there beneath a weathered sandstone marker. 

These back roads lead to something many of us don’t want to 
forget. Something. placidly beautiful, something as natural as a 
stand of fine old hemlocks. Something that isn’t too much changed 
by the years or by the things man does to the places where he lives 
and works. 7% rary

Charlevoix county farmers can 
get a special packet of forest 
seedlings adapted to windbreak 
use. The new packet along with 
the order list. for other trees has 
been announced by the conser- 
State. ; 
vation nursery at Michigan 

The seedlings are for delivery 
this fall and next spring. 


The windbreak packet includes ~ 


100 red pine, 100 Norway spruce 
and 100 white spruce transplants. 
Transplants of red pine, Jack 
pine and white spruce along with 
seedlings of white pine, 
pine, Austrian pine and Scotch 
pine are available for reforesta- 
tion use. Hardwood seedlings on 
the list include black locust, Am- 
erican elm and red oak. 
Douglas fir transplants ap- 
pear on the list for the first 
time in several years, according 
to Bull. Black walnut stratified 
for spring planting will also be 
available for purchase during the 
winter and spring. Early pur- 


‘chasers can get small numbers of 


Norway spruce and tulip poplar. 

Trees sold by Michigan State 
cannot be used for ornamental 
planings. They cannot be plant- 
ed within corporate limits of 
tewns and cities, nor can they 
be planted on building lots in 
residential sub-divisions outside 
of cities.

Rules For 
Hunting 
On Farms 


1. Never hunt on any farm 
without permission. To be cer- 
tain of a place to hunt get ac- 
quainted with farmers well be- 
fore the seaso nopens. 

2. Limit hunting parties to 
three of four persons. 

3.- Keep dogs and guns in 
the car until you get permission 
to hunt. Invite the farmer and 
or his boy to hunt with you. 

4. Determine the exact lo- 
cations of farm boundaries, live- 
stock, and perishable grain crops. 
Don’t walk or hunt through those 
crops, 

4, Always elose gates and 
climb fences at posts or go un- 
der them. 

6. Observe all game laws and 
safety rules. Never fire a gun in 
the direction of livestock or buil- 
dings even though they may be 
out of range. 

7. Report any damage to 
livestock or property immediate- 


ly to the farmer and assume full | 


responsibility. 

8. Thank the farmer after 
your hunt and, if possible, share 
the game with him. Common 
sense and a little courtesy will 
go a long way in creating a 
friendly relationship between 
farmers and hunters, Shick con- 
cludes.
